J^OLITiCAL. 

TO THE ELECTORS OF THE VANCOUVER 
DISTRICT. 

GENTLEMEN:— Having announced my intention 
of becoming a Candidate for the representation 
of this District at tlio ensuing election for the House 
of Commons, 1 may be permitted to explain my views 
on the leading questions affecting this Province. 

1st— I believe that while wo have a grievance against 
tho Government of Canada for the non-fultllniciit of 
Terms af Union, it would he highly injudicious on the 
part of tho representatives from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to either of the great political par- 
ties into which the Eastern Provinces are divided for 
tho following reasons: 1st. because many of tlio ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence aiming us; 
2nd, because neither our people nor representatives 
can feel that interest in their politics which we other- 
wise would have donu hail Canada honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the! railway obligations which she vol- 
untarily incurred when we entered the Union. Enter- 
taining this view, I shall, if elected, accord to the 
Government of the day a hearty support should their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
ergetic commencement and continuous construction 
of tho Canadian Pacific Railway through liritish Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. Maedonald and party return to 
power, I should feel bound, if elected, to 'render hill] 
a hearty support in order that he may have a real op- 
portunity ol carrying out the grand schema of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for in the Terms of Union 'which 
his Government negotiated with this Province. 

Under the Terms of Union certain Orderi in Council 
were passed by the Government of the Dominion de- 
claring Esquimau to ho tlio terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and a Reservation of the Public Lands 
from Esquimau to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
20-mllo belt, was applied for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and received by them from th.' Local Govern- 
ment ami regarded as a portion of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway to all intents and purposes. 

Tho Agricultural, Goal -Mining and other interests 
would be promoted by the construction of (lie Island 
section as part of the Paciflo Railway— the Immediate 

firosccution of which would bring into active business 
ife tlio entire section traversed. Farm products would 
find a ready market, labor of all kinds would bo III de- 
mand, ami as a consequence business would revive 
fliroughout the Province and confidence would again 
be restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain Esquimau as the terminus of the 
Railway on account of engineering difficulties, I would 
insist on an equitable indemnity (or the whole line 
from Esquimau to Seymour Narrows, as being justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious loss which we 
have sustained from the public lands between those 
two points having been locked HP fur such a lengthen- 
ed period from preemption, settlement and develop- 
ment. 

I would urge the necessity of more frequent mail 
communication throughout the District and Province 
genorally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanal- 
mo and New Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain limiu.llate Telegraphic communication 
between Nanallno, Victoria and the other large ship- 
ping port of liurrard Inlet, 

With regard to tho Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with thoiO who think t'aat a variety of Interests 
must necessarily conflict with each other. On theeon- 
trary, 1 maintain that tho greater tho number of in- 
terests wo have In this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources the more certain are 
we of progression, I believe, therefore, that the tariff 
can be so readjusted as to ho equitable to all, without 
increasing the present revenue tariff.

DISESTABLISHMENT. 

The extreme Ritualists in tho Church 
of England body arc moving for the 
severance of Church and State and dis- 
establishment. In this respect, if in 
no other, they make common cause 
with all religious bodies without the 
pale of the English Church ; and it is 
not strange that they should do so, as 
the Public Worship Act defines the 
line so rigidly that the Ritualists must 
either submit to prosecution for the 
practice of their peculiar rites, or Suffer 
for conscience sake, with the last alter- 
native of leaving the Church and found- 
ing a free Church. Mr. Tooth, late 
rector of Hatcham, Mr. Mackonociiie, 
the well-known incumbent of St. Al- 
ban's, not content with rebelling 
against the decisions of ecclesiastical 
judges and bishops, go in for complete 
and radical disestablishment. The last- 
named has prepared and had printed 
the draft of a Bill which he wants to 
lay before Parliament, The Bill asks 
that the Church shall go out into the 
world " naked and bare," surrendering 
all her great accumulated wealth, and 
commencing anew on the broad basis of 
popular regard anil support that has 
sustained other denominations in their 
strugglo for existence. Ho wants the 
Church to depend on the free-will offer- 
ings of its communicants after the man- 
ner of the Free Kirk of Scotland. He 
would have the tithes revert to the 
landowners, for what reason it is not 
easy to see, except as a huge bribe to 
encourage them to support disestab- 
lishment. Recent endowments he 
would give back to the donors or to 
their heirs, while he proposes that the 
Church should retain the churches and 
chapels, as well as the parsonages, 
" when not too sumptuous.''' He has 
no hesitation how recalcitrant priests 
should be dealt with, If they refuse 
to go out as priests without endow- 
ment, he would unfrock them perma- 
nently, and give them compensation for 
their loss simply as laymen, with the 
understood condition that henceforth 
they engage in no clerical work. In j 
dealing with bishops who might prove 
recalcitrant Mr. Mackonociiie would | 
deprifo them of retiring allowance, in 
case they refused to consecrate their 
successors.

Tho steamer Sir James Douglas will 
leave hero at 7 o'clock this morning for 
tho break in the telegraph cablo between 
Fidalgo and Lopez Islands. She will have 
in tow a scow with a milo of now cablo on 
board, and will proceed to pick up tho old 
cablo and endeavor to discover the fault. 
Mr. H. li. McMicking will superintend 
the repairs which, with favorable weather, 
should be completed within three or four 
days. Tho frequent breaks that have oc- 
curred during tho past few years and the 
great inconvenience the public have been 
put to by them, point to tho positivo ne- 
cessity of laying a cable between Burrard 
Inlet and Nanaimo. Tho distance is some 
thirty miles; but tho friction to which tho 
cablo would bo subjected in that locality 
would bo trifling as compared with that 
between Fidalgo and Lope/. Islands. Ex- 
perience has proved that the maintenance 
of the present submarine system is not 
only most expensive, but fails to be pro- 
ductive of satisfactory results. It is high 
time stops wore taken by the Government 
to prevent future delays in telegraphic 
communication with tho outer world. Tho 
importance of tho geographical position of 
the Province should bo a great incentive 
to amove in this direction.

Montreal, Oct. IS.— A more de- 
moralized tone than that which char- 
acterized the Montreal stock markot 
to-day has not been experienced for a 
long time past, the. leading cause being 
tho reduction of the dividend of the 
Bank of Montreal * for the past six 
months to 5 per cent., which fell like a 
thunder clap upon the financial com- 
munity. As a result the stock, which 
in the morning sold at 167|, collapsed 
this afternoon to 155.

Among those who have been convert- 
ed in Great Britain to Romanism, 
during the present generation, aro a 
son Dr. Arnold of Rugby (since return- 
ed to the English Church), a nephew, 
niece, and sister-in-law of the historian 
Froude, a sister of Mr. Gladstone, a 
nephew of Archbishop Whately, a 
granddaughter of Sir Walter Scott, a 
grandson of Paley, three sons, and ten 
grandchildren of Wilberforco, a neph- 
ew of Lockhart, Scott's biographer, two 
children of the celebrated Bishop Bath- 
urst, and one son of Bishop Stanley. 

Paul do Cassagnnc, in a recent ar- 
ticle infays, openly declared that he 
applauded and approved of the coup 
d'etat, which, so far from being a crime, 
was "a blessed and saving act." 

One of the victims of the sinking of 
the Princess Alice in the Thames last 
month was Miss Ella I [anbury, of New- 
York. In company with her betrothed 
lover she was on the ill-fated steamer. 
As the vessel sank he was instantly 
separated from her and drowned, while 
she, being a good swimmer, kept her- 
self afloat for nearly two hours, and 
w.as at last, picked up in an almost 
lifeless condition.

At Dodge City, Kansas, on October

will probably be captured. 

According to tho Memphis Avalanche 
during the prevalence of tho yellow 
fever the Memphis coloured zouaves, 
Lieutenant Roed in command, guarding 
commissary stores, have been doing 
bravo work. A portion of that company 
are detailed to watch tho Shelby county 
gaol prisoners on President's Island. 
One of the great facts of the great plague 
of 187S is that tho coloured troops have 
stood to their colours and fought nobly. 

A female searcher employed by the 
Custom-house, New York, says that in 
the smuggling business women are 
born cheats. They store jewelery in 
their corsets, hang violins, which are 
subject to very heavy duties, to their 
skirts on the inside; sew up diamonds 
and precious stones in their under gar- 
ments and conceal them in their heavy- 
hair wigs. Every woman who is sus 
peoted is taken into a room, stripped 
to the skin, and if then no goods are 
found upon them, their clothing is rip- 
ped, often with the most flattering suc- 
cess. 

A stallion owned by Daniel D. Bell, 
of Rochester, N. Y., which died a few 
days ago, had reached the remarkable 
age, for a horse, of forty-live years and 
six months. His name was Gumbo; 
and in his day he was a noted animal. 
Mr. Bell had owned him for twenty- 
seven years and a-half. He retained a 
remarkable vitality to tho last. 

The other night, at Detroit, the Rev. 
Josiah Hcnsen occupied a box at Whit- 
ney's Opera House to witness for the 
first timo in bis li fo the presentation of 
the play of "Uncle Tom's Cabin." He 
attracted universal attention, as he is 
the original of " Uncle Tom." He is 
90 years old, but will lecture this fall 
and winter. 

An extraordinary case of paderism 
has arisen in New York. Pasquale 
Pisani, a crippled organ grinder fifty 
old, has been sold into bondage for 
SI 00. His story presents some curi- 
ous features. Ho was sold, it appears, 
to an Italian fruit-dealer in New York 
as absolutely and entirely as slaves 
were sold before the war, and was al- 
lowed no will of his own, agreeing to 
follow and obey his master blindly in 
all things for a period of two years. As 
tho slavery was voluntary, the authori- 
ties can hardly interfere. 

But seriously, we believe that Mine. 
Modjeska is a Jewess. Miss Rose 
Eytinge certainly is. Edwin Booth 
is of Jewish descent, and so is Lester 
Wallack, as lie himself admits. No 
one doubts that Rachel was a Jewess, 
nor that Boguinil Davidson was of 
Jewish birth. Mile Schneider, the 
favorite interpreter of her co-religion- 
ist Offenbach, is of course a Jewess, 
and Levinsky, the leading actor of the 
Vienna Burgh Theatre, is, ns his name 
indicates, also one of the chosen people. 
The Jewish Times. 

The manner of highway robbery in 
the Black Hills is illustrated by the 
recent capture of a stage coach, in 
which was gold worth §27,000. The 
treasure was in an iron safe, and was 
guarded by five well armed men. 
There were no passengers. The rob- 
bers first took possession of a log house 
binding and gagging the only inmate, 
and removed tho mud from the chinks, 
so that they could see and shoot 
through tho openings. When the 
stage came along they fired from their 
ambush, killing two of the guards and 
seriously wounding another. The re- 
maining two (led. The driver was 
bound. The robbers then opened the 
box with sledges, and carried away the 
gold on horseback. 

The bell-punch is succeeding nobly 
in Virginia. The returns indicate a

§850,000 for the past year.

Tho Sand-lot Orator Givoo His Oom- 
pliaionts to tho Brooklyn Looturor. 

Denis Kearney spoke last night (says 
the N. Y. Sun of the 8th) to a throng 
of 1,000 persons on the plaza in Fort 
Green Park, Brooklyn. S. B. Bogart, 
President of the Eighth Ward Green- 
back-Labor Association, introduced 
Kearney. He made no sign until the 
cheering was all over, and then he ad- 
dressed his fellow workingnien and 
workingwomen of Brooklyn, saying 
that he would put their enthusiastic 
reception against tho aspersions of 
journalistic ghouls and political bum- 
mers. "This is the city, I believe," 
Kearney said, "of Henry -Water-and- 
Bread Beecher. [Cries of 'Down with 
him!' 'We'll water his bread!'] This 
pious fraud of Brooklyn is now denounc- 
ing the workingman of California. Let 
me read a chapter of the Biblo to show 
what these fat, ignorant, prosperous, 
lazy, gambling men who listen to Henry 
"Water-and-Bread Beecher will come to. 
It's in St. James. In those days all 
the saints were tramps. If Beecher was 
compelled by circumstances to live upon 
broad and water, there, would be scandal 
to relate. Now, rich men, listen what 
is your fate."

Resolved, That wo characterize the 
abuse of California workingnien by 
Henry Water-and-Bread Beecher, at a 
recent lecture in San Francisco, as an 
act unparalleled, and hellish and un- 
christian and deserving of tho condem- 
nation of even heathens as much as 
intelligent human beings.

While the yellow fever was at its 
height in New Orleans, a family of 
seven, named Wilcox, were stricken 
down, all of whom died, except a. little 
boy named Walter, aged four years. 
This little fellow was left destitute and 
helpless, but it was learned that he had 
a relative residing in San Francisco who 
was willing to provide for and educate 
him. As tho father of the boy had 
been a Mason, the fraternity of New 
Orleans at once set about arranging for 
the boy's trip to California.

A Child Saves Hor Father from 
Highwaymen.

George H. Dyring, who lives about 
six miles out on the Grand River road, 
tells the following story of Miss Anna 
Brown, his niece, who is but ten years 
old: On Saturday night, Miss Brown, 
with her father, left this city to drive 
home, in a light wagon drawn by one 
horse. Mr. Brown has been an invalid 
for two or three years, and is very 
weak, and unable to resist any assault. 
They had driven about a mile beyond 
the toll-gate, the father holding 
the reins, when two men 
suddenly jumped to the head of the 
horse and stopped him, after which one 
of them stepped back and informed Mr. 
Brown that if he had any money or 
other valuables he would do well to 
produce them. Mr. Brown explained 
that he was a poor man and had no 
money, and begged them to let him 
proceed unharmed. By this time the 
the second highwayman had left the 
h^ad of the horse and joined his com- 
panion, and both were badgering Mr. 
Brown, telling him that it was useless 
to affect great physical weakness and 
poverty, for ho must "shell out." Mean- 
while the girl had gained possession of 
the whip, and at this point ?;lie sudden- 
ly seized the reins, and with the heavy 
butt end of the whip knocked one of 
the robbers down, while she dealt the 
other a severe blow. Then, giving the 
whip to the horse, she succeeded in 
driving herself and father out of reach 
of tho robbers and beyond danger, 
although one of the highwaymen dis- 
charged a pistol at the flying couple. 



A young man who had been reclaimed 
from tho vice of intemperance was call- 
ed upon to tell how he was led to give 
up drinking. Ho arose, butjooked for 
a moment confused. All ho could say- 
was, "Tho littlo shoes did it." With a 
thick voice; as if his heart was in his 
throat, ho kept repeating this.

What business 
have 1 to clothe others with fineries, 
and provide not. even coarse clothing 
for my own, but let them go bare? says 
1; and there outside was my shivering 
wife and blue-chilled child, on a bitter 
cold night. 1 took hold of ono of the 
little one's feet with agrip, and saw her 
chilled feet. Men, fathers! if the little 
shoes smote me, what must littlo feet 
do? lput them, cold as ice, to my breast, 
they pierced me through. Yes, the 
little feet walked right into my heart, 
and away walked my selfishness. I 
had a trifle of money left; I bought a 
loaf of bread, and then a pair of little 
shoes. I never tasted anything but a 
bit of that bread all the Sabbath day, 
and went to work like mad on Monday, 
and from that day ! have spent no more 
money at the public house. That's all 
I've got to say. It was the little shoes 
that did it." — Albany Press.

A faithful nurse who had poisoned 
by mere accident a patient in the St.
